“I hope this explanation will 
make clear exactly what I said 
on the occasion of that meeting. 

“‘My attitude toward Article 
XXI remains somewhat neutral. I 
shall want to hear the discussion 
at Town Meeting — particularly 
the discussion of the word ‘‘sub- 
stantially’? My feeling is that the 
voters of the Town can be de- 
pended upon to do the right thing, 
but that it would be a pity to go 
before the Town at an_ election 
with a less than perfect proposal. 

“It seems to be that my own 
logical attitude should be to 
make every effort to see that my 
reservations about the proposal 
are cleared up and that the voter 


_is given a perfect piece of legis- 


lation to consider. I am not so 
much bothered by the possibility 
of the passage of Article XXI and 
the presentation of the proposal 
as it now stands to the voter in 
November for I feel that the voter 
can be depended upon to reject 
any proposal that is unsound. 
What bothers me is that such an 
imperfect presentation in Novem- 
ber would kill the idea itself and 
I am anxious to preserve the idea 
as an alternative to what seems 
to me a better idea??
